IV. TWO AMERICAN MANUSCRIPTS OF BAR HEBRAEUS'

It has been observed with much pleasure that the work of editing the 
text of the sehoha of Bar Hebraeus from the text of the extant MSS in Ger- 
many is proceeding rapidly to a conclusion. The latest contribution is by 
R. Pincus, ZDMG, LXIX (1915), No. 3, pp. 225-70, in which is given, with 
the commendable thoroughness that characterized the same writer's work 
on "Numbers," the text of Exodus. 

As yet, however, no account has been published of two MSS of Bar 
Hebraeus' Au^ar Raze, purchased from J. Rendell Harris by the Semitic 
Museum of Harvard University. These MSS are now catalogued as No. 3992 
and No. 4048 in the Museum mentioned above. 

It is the purpose of the writer to contribute a detailed description of 
these codices, together with collations, and an attempt at an estimate of 
their value in relation to the MSS used by Pincus and others. It is expected 
that the work on "Numbers" will shortly be ready and that "Exodus" and 
collations of other texts will follow as rapidly as possible.

It seemed, therefore, 
both to Mr. Graham and to the writer, wise as well as courteous, in a brief 
notice, at least, to call the attention of such scholars as may be interested 
to them and to Mr. Graham's work and intentions with regard to them.
